“Allo Good-by. By Zephine Hum- 
phrey. (Dutton, $2.50). 

The Humphreys live in Vermont. 
Like other couples who are no long- 
er are young, they have to go in 
search of a warm climate in win- 
ter. One year it was Christopher’s 
sciatica that sent them to winter 
in Arizona, this time Zephine’s ear 
sends them south and eventually 
into Mexico, Let us say at the be- 
ginning that this is no guide book, 
To be honest, we have always 
thought that Mrs. Humphrey wrote 
her best bodks at home—“Winter- 
wise,” ‘“Ohrysalis,’” and “The Be- 
loved Community.” The books have 
a kind of David Grayson Adven- 
tures in Contentment quality that 
endeares them to the mature read- 
er, 

What gives “Allo Good-by” its 
special charm is not any profound 
knowledge of Mexico—indeed spe- 
cialists and even general readers 
can detect some rather obvious er- 
rors. What readers will remember 
are humorous touches in trying to 
get fresh points of view and the 
glimpses into little episodes of hu- 
man interest in the crowd of drab 
humanity that for the most part 
makes up the population of Mex- 
ico. Whether or not these two items 
justify the reading of the book de- 
pends upon your own point of 
view.

The Humphreys travel by motor 
and the average lean purse accom- 
panies them. They are _ pre-occu- 
pied with accommodations, clean 
beds and plain wholesome fare but, 
like all good travelers, once in a 
while they kick over the traces and 
have a grand splurge by going to 
a good hotel or a swanky restau- 
rant.

PHILADELPHIA, (UP) — Wen- 
dell L. Willkie announced today 
that he will resign his presi- 
dency of the Commonwealth 
and Southern Corporation, as a 
result of his nomination as Re- 
publican candidate for presi- 
dent. 


PHILADELPHIA (lP)—Senate Re- 
publican leader Charles L. McNary 
of Oregon was slated by Republican 
leaders today as the vice presidential 
running mate of G. O. P. presiden- 
tial nominee Wendell L. Willkie of 
New York and Indiana. 

For political considerations, Will- 
kie wanted a far westerner and an 
outstanding Republican to complete 
his ticket. 

McNary filled the bill on every 
particular. He is 66, has been in the 
senate since 1917, has been minority 
leader throughout the new deal. 

Like Willkie, McNary has not been 
opposed to every feature of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s legislativé program. 

Alf M. Lan- 
don of Kansas, 1936 G. O. P. nomi- 
nee, announced that he would sec- 
ond McNary’s nomination, the sen- 
ator said in Washington that he 
would accept the job “if it is im- 
posed upon me.”

@ FROM A teacher comes this let- 
ter: 


“Dear Dr. Myers: As a country 
school teacher, I believe with you 
in celebrating children’s successes. 
A real teacher of my acquaintance 
has as her classroom motto, ‘Com- 
mendation not condemnation.’ It 
is mine, too, but once this past 
year, under the repeated advice of 
my superintendent, I reversed my 
method and nearly brought disas- 
ter into the life of one youngster, 
who is below par mentally. He has 
been in first grade three years, but 
this delay in promotion has not, 
diminished his great joy in his 
school work, and his face beams 
like the sun as he busily works 
away at the few things he is able 
to accomplish successfully. 


Balks Completely 


“Much against my convictions, 
I ordered him to ‘hard labor in a 

rison workshop.’ He did his level 
beat (no more than he had always 
done, for he had always tried so 
hard), but I scowled and scolded, 
and demanded more and more 
while he felt himself sinking in 
defeat and humiliation. 


“He stood it bravely until one 
day, when he balked completely 
and when punished, cried out, ‘I 
hate this old school. I never want 
to come to school any more’. 


“Then I said to myself, ‘I have 
eommitted a crime if I cannot 
bring back to this child the joy 
that has been his through his small 
successes. How would I feel in his 
place?’ He readily responded to 
old treatment and in June passed 


from the A division into second 
grade, his confidence in his ability 
to succeed in top notch. He will be 
two years at least in this grade 
(teachers can’t make brains), but

Solving Parent Problems 


Q. My boy of four will strike at 
me when displeased with my com- 
mand of a disciplinary sort. 

A. Try to make fewer com- 
mands, but when you do and the 
child strikes at you turn him over 
your knee and give him such pain 
as he will remember. Do this for 
every such offense and do it in- 
stantly, until the offense wholly 
disappears. > 


Q. I have a baby nine months 
old. He goes about on his kiddy 
| car and pulls everything down he 
can lay his hands on. Is there any 
way I can train him he must not 
touch things except his own toys. 
A. Spend several short periods 
each day while he is on his kiddy 
car explaining to him what he can 
touch and what he must not touch. 
Center on a few things he must al- 
ways avoid. Give him instant 
physical pain when he touches 
them. Merely keep him from other 
things or put them out of his reach, 
bringing them back gradually as 
he learns to avoid certain other 
things permanently. Otherwise, 
don’t let him have the kiddy car 
when you can’t supervise him. No 
sense in punishing him for touch- 
ing any particular object at all 
unless you can be sure he always 
will be punished when he touches 
it. Be sure he has a number of 
things he can freely handle and
